The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the description 
"turning lever 80" on page 4, line 25 should be changed to -turning lever 54—. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, 4 and 56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Clark (US 3,329,325). 

Clark teaches a feeding apparatus for feeding recording media to position by 
intermittently forwarding the media by a forwarding pitch that is adjustable, comprising: 

a sprocket 650 supported rotatably around a rotation axis 654 and intermittently 
forwarding the media tape; 

a forwarding gear 662 supported rotatably around the rotation axis 654; 

a forwarding lever 700 supported rotatably; and 

a first forwarding pawl 694 and a second forwarding pawl 696 which are attached to the 
forwarding lever, 

wherein the first and second forwarding pawls are configured to engage with the forward 
gear alternatively upon a rotational movement of the forwarding lever 700 in a predetermined 
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direction so that each of the rotational movements of the forwarding lever generates a rotation of 
the forward gear by a half tooth pitch. 

The recitation in the preamble of claims 1 and 4 that the feeding apparatus is for feeding 
electronic components to a pick-up position, relates only to a possible or intended use of the 
device being claimed, but does not further structurally limit the device. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
feeding apparatus of Clark to feed electrical components, to increase the accuracy of feeding 
material, i.e. electrical components. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
